Campers 
Urged to 
Use Care

Because of the alarming 
frequency of injuries to lost 
juveniles, hikers and campers 
in mountainous areas, Under- 
sheriff Pete Pitchess today is­ 
sued an urgent appeal to all 
parents, campers, youth lead­ 
ers and guides, for an inten­ 
sive campaign to help guard 
the lives and well-bejng of chil­ 
dren and campers, by follow­ 
ing these simple rules:

1. Each member of the 
group should be alerted to the 
dangers of the area, slides, 
cliffs, snakes, etc.

2. Stay to the trails, and 
obey the posted signs.

3. Use, the triple-buddy sys 
tern, so that if someone is in 
jured, there will be a man able 
to go for aid and one to re 
main with the injured person.

4. Go prepared. Wear ade 
quate clothing, shoes, and 
carry extras. Include rain gear 
and flashlights.

5. Acquaint yourself with 
the Ranger In the area. Make 
him aware that you are near 
by.

6. Act your age. Do not try 
to do things which older peo­ 
ple are able to do.

7. If you should get lost, do 
not climb up, as you will be 
making yourself more Inacces­ 
sible. Instead, travel down, 
follow streams, make your way 

a clearing where you will 
be easier seen from the air.

8. Leaders are advised to 
keep constant count of the 
members Df their group.
